1.  The  following  personnel  met  at  lAOO  on  19  April  in 
to  discuss  how  best  to  implement  the  recommendations  mad 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  review  Project  Blue  Book.

2*  On  5 April  1966,  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  ilarold  Baovn , in  a 
memorandum  to  the  Chief  of  Staff,  stated  that  the  Committee’s 
recommendations  should  be  accepted  and  arrangements  made  for  a (sic) 
scientific  team  to  Investigate  in  depth  certain  selected  sightings 
of  UK)s.  General  Ferguson  was  given  responsibility  for  implementing 
the  Committee's  recommendations  and  Lt  Colonel  Hippier  is  project 
officer. 


3.  Although  the  Coimalttee’s  recommendation  was  clear  and  succinct, 
initially  .there  was  no  unanimous  agreement  on  how  to  put  this 
recommendation  into  effect.  A basic  question  is: 


(1)  Should  the  contract  be  with  a university  or  should  it  be 
with  individuals  connected  with  a unlversityV  A great  deal  of 
the  meeting  was  taken  up  discussing  these  facets  of  the  problem 
and  a clear  answer  did  not  evolve.  Therefore,  it  is  probable  that 
I,  and  perhaps  scmie  selected  members  of  the  Committee| may  be  asked 
to  meet  with  Colonel  Hippier  again. 


4.  Generally,  the  concept  of  using  uniVerslties(or  individuals  from 
universities)  is  good.  Specifically,  however,  there  needs  to  be  a lead 
university  to  coordinate  and  collate  the  investigations.  After 
some  discussion,  it  was  suggested  that  the  University  of  Dayton  is 
probably  most  appropriate  because  It  is  located  close  to  Hq  FTD  who 
will  retain  management  of  Project  Blue  Book.  Other  universities 
were  suggested  that  could  provide  personnel  to  give  areal  coverage 
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Colonel  Hippier  pointed  out.  that  it  will  probably  be  ;3eptember  belort: 
he  gets  the  money  to  implement  this  plan.  Dr.  Orlonsly  pointed  out 
that  because  of  the  summer  holiday,  Colonel  Hippier  should  maite  contoct 
with  the  universities  before  the  end  of  May. 


3.  Since  ve  are  dealing  with  an  emotional  phenomenon,  there  was  some 
discussion  about  whether  universities  (i*e.,  their  presidents)  would  be 
willing  to  get  involved  with  UFOs.  Dr.  O’Brien  suggested  that  Dr.  Stever 
as  President  of  Carnegie  Tech,  might  send  letters  to  a few  selected 
university  presidents  with  whom  he  is  acquainted  to  get  some  idea  of 
their  feelings  on  this  matter.  (ACTION:  AFBSA).  In  this  way  we  can 

learn  what  a typical  reaction  might  be  and  also  some  of  the  pitfalls 
to  avoid  when  contacting  other  universities. 


6.  !Hiere  are  still  severckl  uneuiswered  questions  or  problem  areas; 


(a)  Since  the  problem  is  99^  public  relations, it  Is  essential  that 
the  investigating  teams  have  some  modicum  of  skill  in  press  relations. 

It  was  strongly  suggested  that  a good  solid  PIO  type  (perhaps  incognito) 
be  included  on  the  first  few  investigation  teams.  This  caused  quite  a 
bit  of  discussion  and  a final  answer  did  not  evolve. 


(h)  Tne  objective  is  to  have  impartial  scientists  from  schools  with 
good  reputations  that  have  never  been  involved  with  UFOs. 

(c)  Considerable  thought  must  be  given  to  how  the  contract  or 
contracts  are  to  be  written. 

(d)  In  order  to  utilize  their  talents  to  the  best  advantage,  it  was 
proposed  and  accepted  that  Dr.  J.  Allen  Hynek  and  Dr.  Dona.ld  Menzel 
form  the  nucleus  of  a Consiiltant^XdVTreor~^eBm  to  work  with  Hq  FTD  in 
determining  which  sightings  the  university  team  should  Investigate. 

(e)  When  teams  are  selected,  it  is  strongly  recommended  that  they 
be  brougat  together  at  some  certain  location  such  as  Hq  FTD  and  given 
a thorough  briefing  on  what  la  expected  of  them.  This  briefing  should 
cover  all  of  the  intangibles  and  pitfalls  that  must  be  avoided  in 
order  to  give  good  Air  Force  public  relations. 

(f)  Another  question  that  was  not  fully  resolved  is  how  AFSC 
should  get  into  the  act.  Tne  Committee’s  original  thought  was  that 
someone  from  the  nearest  AF3C  base  should  work  with  tne  investigating 
team.  The  Committee  also  recommended  that  a member  of  the  OSl  might 
work  with  the  university  teams  and  give  them  the  bcinefit  of  their 
investigating  experience.  It  was  questioned  whether  this  would  help 
or  hujTt  the  Air  Force  effort.  Neither  of  these  questions  were 
fully  resolved.

(g)  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Wutlonal  Research  Council  had 
conducted  an  exercise  in  Disaster  Research  which  had  involved  some 
Investigating  teams  similar  to  the  ones  we  are  discus sing.  Although 
the  committee  is  now  defunct , Mrs.  Marjorie  Wilson^  Government  Code 
122k  - 230/239  their  reports  and  will  be  glad  to  let  us  review 
them.

The  help  of  more  individuals  within  the  scler-t.ific  commun’ty  w,  1 1 be 
sought  through  contracts  calling  for  prompt,  in  depth  investigation  of 
selected  UFO  reports.  Air  Force  officials  are  new  discussing  the  project 
informally  with  university  and  other  scientific  leaders  to  determine  their 
interest. 

The  decision  to  award  tVie  contracts  was  based  on  a.  recommendation 
by  the  Air  Force  Scientific  Advisory  Board  which  re  iew<  d ti^e  resevrees- 
methods  and  findings  of  Project  Blue  Book  - the  Air  Force  program  to 
investigate  and  evaluate  UFO  reports. 

In  its  report,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Air  Force  in  March.,  the 
investigating  committee  recommended  expanding  the  program  to  me)  ide 
investigation  of  selected  sightings  by  independent  scientists.  T^  e committee 
also  concluded  that  there  has  been  no  evidence  that  urn  dent,  fied  uying  objects 
are  a threat  to  national  security,  and  complimented  the  Air  Force  on  the 
organization  of  Project  Blue  Book. 

The  Air  Force  is  preparing  work  statements  for  the  new  contracts 
now.  Funds  for  them  will  be  requested  from  FY  67  and  FY  68  bv-dgets.

A bloc 
behind  them  an  American  military 
policeman  stepped  into  the  street  and 
fired  toward  tlie  explosion.

1).  Tvchnicitl  and  Scirntiffr.  The  Air  Force 
will  analyze  reports  of  UFOs  submitted  to 
it  to  attain  the  i>rofrram  objectives.  In  this 
connection  these  facts  are  of  im|K)rtance: 

(1)  The  need  for  further  scientific 
knowledge  in  geophysic.s,  astronomy,  and 
physics  of  the  upper  atmosphere  which  may 
be  provided  by  study  and  analysis  of  UFOs 
and  similar  aerial  phenomena. 

(2)  The  need  to  report  all  pertinent  fac- 
tors that  have  a direct  bearinj;^  on  scientific 
analysis  and  conclusions  of  UFO  sijrhtinjrs. 

(3)  The  need  and  the  importance  of 
complete  case  information.  Analysis  has  ex- 
plain^ all  but  a small  percentasre  of  the 
sighting’s  which  have  been  reported  to  the 
Air  Force.  The  ones  that  have  not  been  ex- 
plained are  carried  statistically  as  “uniden- 
tified.** Because  of  the  human  factors  in- 
volved and  because  analysis  of  a UFO  sight- 
ing depends  primarily  on  a personal  impres- 
sion and  interpretation  by  the  observer 
rather  than  on  scientific  data  or  facts  ob- 
tained under  controlled  conditions,  the  elimi- 
nation of  of  all  unidentifieds  is  improbable. 
However,  if  more  immediate,  detailed,  and 
objective  data  on  the  unidentifieds  had  been 
available  and  promptly  reported,  perhaps 
these,  too,  could  have  been  identified. 

3.  Program  Responsibilities; 

a.  Program  Monitor.  The  Deputy  Chief  of 
Staff,  Research  and  Development,  is  respon- 
sible for  the  overall  program,  evaluation  of 
investigative  procedures,  and  the  conduct  of 
separate  scientific  investigations. 

b.  Rvsonrces.  The  Air  Force  Systems  Com- 
mand will  support  the  program  with  current 
resources  within  the  Foreign  Technology  Di- 
vision (P"TD)  at  Wright- Patterson  Air  Force 
Base,  Ohio,  to  continue  the  Project  Blue  Book 
effort.  Other  AFSC  resources  normally  used 
by  FTD  for  this  effort  will  continue  to  be 
made  available. 

c.  I n rest  i gat  ion.  p:ach  commander  of  an 
Air  Force  base  will  provide  a UFO  inve.sti- 
gative  capability.  \\*hen  notice  of  a UFO 
sighting  is  received,  an  investigation  will  be 
implemented  to  determine  the  stimulus  for 
the  sighting.  An  Air  Force  base  receiving 
the  notice  of  a UFO  sighting  may  not  be  the 
ba.se  nearest  the  locale  of  the  sighting.  In 
that  event,  the  reported  UFO  sighting  will  be 
referred  to  the  Air  Force  base  nearest  the 
sighting  for  action.

AFR  80-17,  19  September  1966,  ir  changed  as  follows: 

3c.  EXCEPTIONS:  FTD  at  Wright-Patterson  ...  for  separate  investigations.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado  will,  under  a research  agreement  with  the  Air  Force,  conduct  a study 
of  UFOs.  This  program  (to  run  approximately  15  months)  will  be  conducted  independ- 
ently and  without  restrictions.  The  university  will  enlist  the  a.ssistance  of  other  conveniently 
located  institutions  that  can  field  investigative  teams.  All  UFO  reports  will  be  submitted 
to  the  University  of  Colorado,  which  will  be  given  the  fullest  cooperation  of  all  UFO  In- 
vestigating Officers.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  keej)  all  UFO  reports  unclassified. 
However,  if  it  is  necessary  to  classify  a report  because  of  method  of  detection  or  other 
factors  not  related  to  the  UFO,  a separate  report  including  all  possible  information  will 
be  sent  to  the  University  of  Colorado.
